Dedication 

Allen  Bruehl  is  the  director  of  the  campus  Academic  Support 
Center.  In  the  fall  of  1992  Allen  was  hired  to  consolidate  tutoring 
services  on  campus.  At  that  time  only  certain  departments  offered 
tutoring.  After  a  couple  years  of  consolidating,  Allen  set  up  shop  in  a 
classroom  in  the  Media  Center  with  15  tutors.  That  year  they  had  220 
tutorials  and  did  454  sessions.  Eventually  the  ASC  ran  out  of  space; 
students  tutored  each  other  in  the  hallway. 

In  the  fall  of  1994  Allen  was  granted  permission  to  move  the 
ASC  into  the  d'Alzon  Library.  Allen  welcomed  the  move  because  it 
put  the  center  in  an  academic  environment  and  encouraged  first 
year  students  to  use  the  library.  Tutors  work  primarily  with  first 
and  second  year  students  to  help  them  acclimate  from  high  school 

to  college.  A 

In  his  own  words,  Allen  states  that  the  ASC  is  a  learning 
community  on  campus  in  which  some  of  the  college's  top  students 
come  together  and  teach  other  students.  This  clearly  portrays  the 

Assumption  College  mission: 
Learn,  Achieve,  Contribute. 
Tutors  give  back  to  the  college 
by  contributing  to  other 
students  and  helping  them 
achieve  their  academic  potential. 

Now,  ten  years  later,  Allen  is 
still  running  the  ASC.  The  center 
has  grown  to  43  tutors  who 
I  tutored  800+  students  and  did 
1  3000-3300  sessions  in  the  2001- 
1 2002  school  year.  Allen's 


other  campus  involvement 
includes  the  Disability 
Committee;  Academic 
Policy  Board;  Alcohol  and 
Drug  Advisory  Committee; 
Enrollment  Services 
Committee;  Public  Relations 
Centennial  Committee;  he 
also  chaired  the  Writing 
Emphasis  Committee  for 
nine  years.  On  top  of  that, 
Allen  is  an  advisor,  a 
writing  tutor,  and  works 
with  students  that  have 
learning  disabilities.  On 
average,  he  has  about  15 
meetings  a  week  with 
students. 

We  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank 
Allen  for  everything  he  has 
done  for  the  college. 
Chairing  committees, 
running  the  ASC,  and 
advising  students 
individually,  Allen  works 
endlessly  helping  achieve 
their  best.

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my  acting  career,  I  will  admit  that  the  facilities 
left  little  to  be  desired. 

My  first  audition  took  place  in  the 
Theater  Workshop.  It  was  small,  cramped,  and 
dark.  Pipes  and  electrical  wires  ran  all  along 
the  ceiling,  and  the  constant  rumblings  of 
Taylor  Dming  Hall  above  us  distracted  the 
actors  at  every  chance. 

During  my  first  show.  Lend  Me  a  Tenor , 
in  the  Fall  of  2003,  we  rehearsed  and 

?erformed  in  the  Auditorium  of  La  Maison. 

he  stage  was  tiny,  the  backstage  area  was 
cluttered  with  old  props,  the  acoustics  were 
awful,  and  the  lighting  was,  at  best,  fair.  While 
some  may  balk  at  the  idea  of  performing  in 
that  kind  of  space,  I  had  no  qualms  about  it. 
Being  a  veteran  of  a  "gym-atorium"  (think  a 
gym  with  a  stage  at  one  end),  I  was  used  to 
poor  acoustics  and  bad  lighting.  And  besides, 
it's  not  the  surroundings  mat  make  the  show; 
it's  the  actors. 

It  was  spring  semester  of  sophomore 
year  when  I  met  Brian  Tivnan.  At  the  time,  I 
don't  think  I  quite  understood  the  pressure  he 
was  under.  He  was  filling  in  for  the  well-loved 
and  well-respected  "Doc  Maurice  Plasse, 
while  Doc  fought  cancer. 

As  we  began  rehearsing  for  the  show 
that  semester.  One  Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo's  Nest , 
it  was  obvious  that  those  who  had  worked 
with  Doc  were  having  trouble  adjusting  to 
Brian's  style.  I  found  myself  struggling.  I'd 
never  worked  with  a  director  that  pushed  me 
so  much  during  rehearsals.  He  was 
meticulous,  he  was  demanding,  and  he  even 
drove  a  few  of  us  insane. 

However,  if  one  was  to  look  at  the 
finished  product,  it's  easy  to  see  why  Brian's 
methods  are  effective.  Since  that  show.  I've 
had  the  privilege  of  working  with  Brian  on 
eight  different  projects.  From  classes  to  shows, 
he  brings  the  same  dedication  and  desire  to 
everything  he  does.  He's  taught  me  the 
importance  of  honesty  in  actmg  and  how  to 
think  quickly  and  react  even  quicker  during 
improvisational  comedy. 

If  it  weren't  for  Brian  Tivnan,  I  would 
have  never  discovered  exactly  what  I  was 
capable  of  as  an  actor.  His  talent  as  a  director 
helped  me  cultivate  my  talent  as  a  performer. 
I'd  never  worked  with  someone  like  him 
before,  and  I  may  never  again.  So  I  consider 
myself  lucky  to  nave  worked  with  Brian,  and 
Assumption  College  is  lucky  to  have  a  man  of 
his  caliber  teaching  theatre.

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AC  Loses  Hard-Working  Pair  To  Fatal  Car  Crash

The  Assumption  College  community 
mourned  the  loss  of  two  custodial  workers 
last  month.  Miguel  Flores,  49,  and  his  wife, 
Dora  Aquino  Flores,  39,  were  killed  in  a  car 
accident  on  Saturday,  March  22nd. 

//rThey  were  hard-working,  honest,  and 
dedicated  employees  for  the  college.  They  will 
both  be  missed,"  said  Custodial  Manager 
Roger  LeBlanc. 

Calling  hours  were  held  at  the  Callahan 
Brothers  Funeral  Home  on  Thursday,  March 
27th  and  a  funeral  mass  was  held  the 
following  day  at  Our  Lady 
of  Fatima  Church  in 
Worcester. 

According  to  an  article 
in  the  March  28th  edition  of 
the  Worcester  Telegi'am  & 

Gazette ,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flores 
were  driving  toward  their 
home  that  afternoon  when  a  speeding  black 
Suburban  crashed  into  their  Toyota  Camry. 

The  Suburban,  which  was  allegedly 
stolen  from  Diamond  Chevrolet,  struck  the 
Flores'  vehicle  at  Dorchester  and  Providence 
Street  in  Worcester  at  1:30  p.m.  The  speeding 
SUV  pushed  their  car  100  feet  down  the  street. 

Mr.  Flores  was  pronounced  dead  at  the 
scene  and  Mrs.  Flores  died  the  next  day  in  St. 
Vincent's  Hospital  at  Worcester  Medical 
Center.  Mrs.  Hores'  father,  Samuel  Aquino, 
was  in  the  backseat  of  the  car  at  the  time  of  the 
accident.  He  was  sent  to  UMass  Memorial 
Medical  Center  with  critical  injuries  but  has 
since  recovered. 

The  man  driving  the  Suburban,  Norman 
Hebert  Jr.,  54,  was  charged  with  vehicular 
homicide,  driving  under  the  influence  of 


drugs,  and  also  several  traffic  violations.  He  is 
being  held  on  $100,000  cash  bail. 

Kyle  K.  Lahair,  43,  was  a  passenger  in  the 
Suburban  that  struck  and  killed  the  couple.  He 
was  charged  with  possession  of  a  hypodermic 
needle  and  is  being  held  on  $10,000  cash  bail. 

Hie  two  men  were  arraigned  from  their 
hospital  beds  at  UMass  Memorial  Medical  Center 
on  Tuesday,  March  25th  where  they  were  under 
close  police  watch.  They  both  pleaded  not  guilty  to 
the  charges  and  the  case  was  continued  on  April 
7th. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flores  worked  for  Assumption 
College  Building  &  Grounds,  doing  custodial 

work  for  just  over  eight  years. 
Mr.  Hores  primarily  worked  in 
Founders  Hall  and  Mrs.  Hores 
in  the  Kennedy  Building, 
keeping  our  classrooms  and 
offices  clean.  They  both  worked 
the  third  shift  Sunday  through 
Thursday  and  always  spent 
their  time  off  together,  according  to  the  family. 

They  came  to  the  United  States  in  the  early 
1980s  from  Nejapa,  El  Salvador.  They  lived  on  3 
Acton  Street  in  Worcester,  a  city  in  which 
approximately  2,000  Salvadoran  families  have 
made  their  home,  according  to  the  Worcester  T&G. 
The  good-hearted  couple  recently  brought  a  friend 
to  the  States  from  El  Salvador  and  let  her  live  in 
their  home. 

Sister  Cathleen  Toomey,  the  Director  of 
Campus  Ministry,  did  not  know  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Hores 
personally,  but  spent  a  few  hours  with  some  of 
their  fellow  employees  of  Buildings  &  Grounds 
shortlv  after  their  death. 

"It  was  clear  from  meeting  with  [their 
colleagues]  that  these  people  were  special.  They 
were  caring  and  loving,"  she  said.
